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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first office action for Application No. 10/763,831 . This application 
contains 4 claims numbered 1-4. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

In particular, the prior art referred to on pages 3-5 of the specification has not 
been considered because it is not in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .98 and 
MPEP 609. (If applicant desires)/ln order to have the prior art to be considered, the 
prior art must be submitted in a separate IDS in accordance with current Office practice. 
The use of form PTO-1449 is encouraged. 

Abstract 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
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on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

In the present case, the abstract appears to have more than 150 words in length. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims 1-4 are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a

manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
This claim is an omnibus type claim. (Claims fail to particularly point out an distinctly 
claim the invention (claims a device by pointing out "substantially as shown and 
described"). 

Claims 1-4 appear to be improperly mixing of different embodiments. In 

particular, claim 1 requires "combination of embodiments". It is improper to have the 
claim seek to combine/mixing features of (various) separate embodiments. 

Claims 1-4 fail to point out and distinctively claim the apparatus. Note the 
apparatus should be defined to what it is and not how it intends to be used. 

Essential component or step of the invention is not recited in the claims 

It's unclear what type of the "preamble " that Applicant intended to be. 

It is not clear what constitutes a "decorative design" since this phrase is 
subjective and it is not clear how the ornamental design 
divulges/imparts/reveals/conveys patentability in a utility application. 

In view of the ambiguities/unclear as typically pointed out above, no art rejection 
can be applied at this time since any such rejection would require undue/improper 
speculation as to the meaning of terms in the claims. 

Suggestion: 
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An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
